main street, winch

six blocks, soon became a mass 
of sticky mud, and impassable. 
So in 1911, the city held an e- 
lection and it carried to bond 
the town $20,000.00 to pave the 
center third of the street, leav­ 
ing the property owners one- 
third of each side to carry 
a 
taxlein on the property to liq­ 
uidate the $40,000.00 making a 
$60,000.00 project for “Little OI' 
Hamlin.” The work was done 
in 1912, according to records 
at the City Hall. 
Well, a good job w’as done, 
and it held up till the craze for 
“bright lights” in the center 
of the street became the rage. 
So they dug out trenches for 
the cables. Later they began 
to sink gas tanks bv the side of 
the paving, and as the time 
passed, the tanks were dug up, 
street, so in time, with the in­ 
creasing heavy traffic, the fine 
granitoid paving cracked, de­ 
teriorated, and patched.

ON LEGISLATIVE PAY RAISES 


Texas voters apparently look 
beyond their immediate vote to 
the results or consequences of 
their decision. At least th a t’s 
the indication if the last elect­ 
ion on Constitutional Amend- 
mentjs can be taken as an ex­ 
ample. 
While past actions at the polls 
indicated a tendency by Tex­ 
ans to approve rather than re­ 
ject changes in the Texas Con­ 
stitution, Legislators neverthe­ 
less w ere handed a rebu f at 
that tim e 
when 
voters 
jsaid 
“No” to a pay raise request. 
While a similar amendment 
(No. 3) is on the ballot this 
year, it is considerably differ­ 
ent from the previous version. 
Two years ago a proposed a- 
mendment 
.suggested 
annual 
sessions 
of 
the 
Legislature, 
$7200 per year for 
Members, 
virtually 
unlimited 
expenses, 
etc. 
Amendment No. 3, on 
the 
Nov. 8th ballot, confines itself 
to a m ore modest pay raise and 
“per-day” expenses for 
Mem­ 
bers, and also sets 
up 
other 
limitations. Voters are asked to 
approve an annual salary for 


Members of the Legislature of 
not to exceed $4800 Per year, 
and a per diem allowance of 
not more than $12.00 per day 
for the first 120 days only of 
each Regular Session, and for 
30 days of each Special Ses­ 
sion. Regular Sessions 
would 
be limited to 140 days. 
Many voters 
nave 
already 
discovered 
th a t 
Amendment 
No. 4 is actually a “two-part” 
amendment. The first half de­ 
votes itself to class! ying loans 
and lenders, licensing and reg­ 
ulating lenders. 
The 
sceond 
half has been the great “bone 
of contention” in all hearings on 
the loan problem in Texas. 
At the present time the Con­ 
stitution of Texas 
holds 
the 
ceiling on interest rates at ten 
(10%) per cent. Although the 
proposed am endm ent to be vo­ 
ted on Nov. 8th 
provides 
“a 
maximum 
rate 
of 
interest 
indications are that the legi­ 
slature will not long be absent 
in fixing this maximum rate. 
A three (3% ) per cent month­ 
ly limit is one alternate pro­ 
posal for Texas.

their driving habits accordingly 
by J. O. Musick, General Man­ 
ager of the Texas Safety Assoc­ 
iation. 
"Give a I rake to our young­ 
sters when nearing a school,” 
he urged. 
"It is very appropriate for 
us to pamse at this time of the 
year when children began their 
training to prepare themselves 
for life, that we prepare our­ 
selves through hotter 
driving 
habits to make it possible for 
them to live,” Musick said. 
Almost 
200,000 
youngsters 
full of anxiety will be going to 
school for the first time and 
will be a 
particular 
hazard 
from a safety standpoint. Al­ 
though there is a tendency to 
think in items of youngsters 
entering school for the first 
time, each age level has its 
particular safety hazards. 
‘‘While we have 200,00 start­ 
ing school, 
there 
is 
another 
115,000 reaching driving age. 
Congestion around Junior High 
Schools and High Schools is 
presenting greater traffic haz- 
irds each year,” Musick point­ 
ed out.- 
Elem entary schools will show 
a total enrollment of approxi­ 
m ately 1,598,000. Children on 
bycicles present 
a 
particular 
hazard around these schools. 
Parents were urged not to 
send children to school without 
going over basic safety 
pre­ 
cautions such as cross streets 
only at intersections and on di­ 
rection of the Safety Patrol, 
rido bicycles on the right hand 
side of the road and move in the 
"ame manner direction as auto­ 
mobiles, use hand signals when 
iding bicycles, walk facing (or 
rn the left hand side) traf ic; 
and above all else, "Don't turn 
your youngster loose behind a 
ton oi steel and bolts unless you 
a n depend on him to obey traf­ 
fic laws, 
exercise 
reasonable 
judgment and hop in his pos- 
ossion a valid driver’s license,” 
Musick cautioned. 
While parents are cautioning 
children about traffic problems, 
‘hey owe it to the children to 
examine their own driving hab­ 
its 
"One of the beat safety 
devices we know' of is' a child 
■ ho watches the speedometer 
while his parents drive,” Mils- \ 
ck declared. "W henever 
you 
have a child in the car with you 
drive as if you were teaching 


him to drive because you are,” 
he said. 
NEVER leave an in ant at 
home regardless of the w eather. 
"F ar too often we hear of cas­ 
es where a mother doesn’t w ant 
to take a small child out in 
rainy w eather nnd thinks it will 
only take five minutes to run 
over to school and back.” Mns- 
ick said. The result too often 
s that the mother gets tied up 
in a traffic jam at school and 
gets home 15 to 20 minutes la­ 
ter to find the home ablaze. 
School is a thrilling exper­ 
ience of learning for children. 
"Let's help children learn the 
thrill of finding out that adults 
care for them 
and are whil­ 
ing to protect them through 
safety,” he said.

I was in Paris. On the flight 
over the Atlantic, the pilot an­ 
nounced we 
were 
flying 
at 
33.000 feet altitude and at the 
slow speed of 570 miles per 
hour. We had an hour in Paris 
and ap the plane landed quite 
a long way from the terminal, 
we were transported by biys 
to the terminal and each pas­ 
senger wras given 
a courtesy 
card that entitled he or she to 
a free soft drink, or coffee. You 
paid for your hard drinks with 
your own good American mon­ 
ey. 
The flight to Rome lasted 
one and a half hours and again 
we had an hour lay over. From 
Rome to Beyrouth the flight 
was three and one halr houqs 
long. 
When I landed in Beyrouth 
I was greeted by a crowd of 
64. Two of my three sisters met 
me and my neices, nephews and 
a host of friends and relatives. 
As my old home is approxima­ 
tely 25 miles from Beyrouth, 
up in the mountains, we went 
by car. The next two days were 
very joyous as the entire pop­ 
ulation of about 300 came to 
see me. I recognized very few 
oeople, because 40 years had 
made grandfathers 
out 
the 
boys I remembered as IO and 
12 years old. 
After a few days rest I hir 
ed a car and visited the famous 
Cedars of Lebanon, there I met 
lots of American tourists, and 
of course Texas wras well rep 
resented. It is very cool at the 
Cedars as 
the 
elevation 
is 
8000 feet. From there we went 
to the ruins of the Great Tem­ 
ples of Baalbeck. These Tem 
pies were built by the Romans 
in honor of the three Gods of 
Venus, Jupiter and Mercury, 
and the first record we have of 
them is of the year 200 to 264 
B. C. History tells us that the 
great devastation was caused 
by an earthquake in 1750. On 
this same trip I 
visited the 
Grottoes of Jeheetah. The wa­ 
ter is wonderful here as it comes 
from underground springs and 
is cold and pure. 
My next trip was to Jerusa­ 
lem, I took a car in order to go 
by the ruins of Jericho, and lo 
see Damascus. It was very hot 
as most of the route lay along 
the dead sea and we were 1200 
feet below sea level. In Damas­ 
cus I saw the famous Mosque 
Amawy. The guide told us that 
there were 1400 9x12 Persian 
rugs, all on one floor, laid one 
next to the other. We saw the 
tomb of Mohammed. It was a 
huge monument of stone, with 
heavy iron bars all around it. 
and only two doors away in a 
le^s elaborate setting is the so 
called tomb of John the Bap­ 
tist. I still can’t figure out why 
John the Baptist would lie bur­ 
ied in a Moslem Mosque, how­ 
ever they call it the tomb of 
the Prophet Yehye. 
The guide told us this story 
concerning the 
tomb: 
Many 
hundred years ago they decid­ 
ed to move John the Baptist 
to another resting place, and 
when they entered they found 
the entire place flooded 
with

next three days I went on a 
guided tour of all the sacred 
places in the section of Jeru­ 
salem that I had a permit to 
visit. I saw the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, The Mount of 
Olives, The Garden of Geth- 
semane. The way the city is 
divided between the Jews and 
Arabs caused me to to miss see­ 
ing the wailing wall of the Jews 
otherwise I feel that I saw the 
things that are closer to the 
Christian’s heart, and it is a 
very humbling experience. 
The highlight of my visit was 
see;ng the Church of the Na 
tivity, the place that Christ was 
born. 
When I returned to Beyrouth 
I took a plane instead of re 
tracing that hot route by car.
